LAST CHAPTER IN ST0GSD1L MURDER IS 
WRITIEN WHEN FOWLER IS FREED IN COURT 


Benton, March 11.—-The last court 
chapter in the 
mysterious 
slaying 
more than two years ago at Chaffee 
of B. M. Hargett, a non-union Frisco 
railroad brakeman, was written 
in 
circuit court here Monday when 
a 
charge of 
sceond 
degree 
murdet 
against George Fowler, formerly of 
Chaffee, was dismissed. 
Fowler, whose testimony sent R 
H. Stogsdille, former Frisco detective, 
to prison for 43 years, and was large­ 
ly instrumental in placing Coy Lasley 
behind the bars for 10 years, 
was 
freed because he testified against the 
two men, one of whom he accused of 
firing the shots that killed Hargett. 
Prosecuting Attorney M. E. Mont­ 
gomery said he had agreed with Wm. 
Fowler, a brother of George, and Col. 
Ialph Anderson of Gideon, 
that he 
would dismiss the charges. 
He said 
that without the testimony of Fowler 
the State probably would have been 
unable to convict anyone connected 
with the slaying. 
Stogsdill, Lasley and Fowler were 
jointly indicted for the slaying, but 
in order that the latter could testify 
against the other two, 
the 
charge 
against him was dismissed, although 
a 
separate 
charge 
remained, 
the 
prosecutor said, each of the defend­ 
ants also having been indicted sep­ 
arately. When the case was dismiss­ 
ed, Montgomery said, there is some 
doubt under the law whether it can 


be renewed, and it was for this ad­ 
ditional reason that the charge was 
dropped, he said. 
Fowler is said to be living at Gid­ 
eon, having gone there when he wa^ 
released on $6000 bail after the Las­ 
ley trial. 
He was released after the 
original 
first-degree 
charge 
was 
dropped to second degree, the charge! 
on which the others were convicted. 
Hargett was found shot to death 
on a street at Chaffee on the night 
of October 17, 1927. 
Subsequent in­ 
vestigation revealed he had been tak­ 
en from his rooming house by three, 
bundlfd in an automobile, 
shot 
to 
death and his body dumped on an out­ 
lying street. 
The following January, a specia 
Scott county grand jury indicted 
Stogsdille, who had been 
aiding in 
the investigation, Lasley and Fowler 
The cases 
were transferred on a 
change of venue to Cape Girardeau 
County, and in the trials Fowler tes­ 
tified that Stogsdill fired the shots 
that killed Hargett. 
Stogsdill was convicted at his sec­ 
ond trial and the State supreme court 
affirmed the conviction. Lasley 
was 
tried, but the trial was halted when 
he collapsed, and he 
later 
pleaded 
guilty, drawing a 10-year sentence. 
In the meantime, Fowler’s 
case 
went back to Scott county, where he 
was kept in jail pending the outcome 
of the other cases.—Cape Missourian.

By request I am reproducing the 
article below on the “Bible” contrib­ 
uted by me to The Commercial 
Ap­ 
peal a few Sundays ago. 


"The other night in Memphis 
thief broke in a house, stole 
what 
clothing he could find, and wound up 
by taking a Bible, placing it in the 
middle of the floor and then setting 
it on Are where the flames consumed 
it. 
The owner of the Sacred Book la­ 
mented its destruction a great deal 
more than the loss of his other pro­ 
perty, while the comment of the po­ 
lice department, which investigated 
the case, was that the wilful burning 
of the Bible constituted 
the 
most 
sacrilegious act ever brought to it« 
attention. 


When I read of this occurrence, the 
first thought suggesting itself 
was 
that the thief might have been read­ 
ing some letters published in this pa­ 
per criticising the Bible and denying 
its worth, and under their infljence 
he thought he might be 
doing 
the 
owner a kindness to destroy it. 
Ti - 
next thought was that while all peo­ 
ple who deny the Bible are not thieves 
or even had men, there never was n 
thief or an evil-minded man who ever 
had any genuine respect for it, 
and 
the large majority of them have nev­ 
er given it a thought. Then the fact 
that the owner deeply lamented 
his 
loss, and the police department 
de 
nounced the a d as a sacrilege, prov­ 
ed that the advancing waves of skep­ 
ticism and infidelity have not 
ye 
covered the land; that at least some 
are left who prize and reverence the 
Bible. If we should examine careful­ 
ly we would discover that this num­ 
ber is a great deal larger 
than 
is 
sometimes supposed. 
The 
thought 
however, 
which 
overshadowed 
al 1 
others was what would be the result 
if instead of burning one Bible, all 
the Bibles in the world were gather­ 
ed in one gTeat pile and a torch ap­ 
plied destroying them all, and from 
that time on this Book should never 
again be published and pass complete­ 
ly out of the lives of the 
people? 
Would the world then be richer or 
poorer? Would 
we 
have 
a fuller, 
freer and higher civilization, or would 
it become disorganized, unequal to its 
task, and finally perish? 
These are not idle questions. They 
are profoundly serious, and touch al! 
the shoals and depths of human tho’t 
and action. In my opinion, the true 
answers to the questions propounded 
are that the annihilation of the Bible 
and what it teaches, would mean an­ 
archy in our social system, and that 
it would not be possible with the aid 1 
of science and philosophy to construct 
any other code of morality of rules of 
conduct to take the 
place 
of 
the 
teachings of the Old and New Testa­ 
ments. 
That whatever we 
did con­ 
struct, if it had any value, would 
at 
least derive its usefulness and vigor 
from the remembered truths of 
the 
Bible. 
That to preserve 
even 
the 
semblance of order and 
civilization 
we would be compelled to receive our 
inspiration from the very Book 
w-e 
had destroyed. 
The Bible is its own best witness, 
and bears within itself the testimony 
of its intrinsic 
worth 
and 
power. 
Those who assail it offer nothing in 
its stead. 
Their feeble attempts to 
discredit it by selecting passages here 
and there which are difficult to 
re­ 
concile seem to delight their intellect­ 
ual vanity, but after all, there is m 
point to their little 
and 
sometimes 
clever flings of ridicule. 


Doubtless even these fault-finders 
in their better moments would agree 
that in the great body of the Book are 
rules, laws, admonitions and prohibi­ 
tions laid down for human guidance 
and instruction which are so 
sound 
and reasonable that no sort of criti­ 
cism can detract from 
them.

stand in such sheer and adamantine 
strength as to be impervious to every 
weapon that quibblers may employ.

What have they in mind that can 
equal the beauty, the moral power, 
the justice, the consummate perfec­ 
tion of these mandates given for the 
help of man in his earthly struggles?

Best Condition Means Maxi­ 
mum of Efficiency. 


With 
the 
ir«'no»;i I 
trend 
toward 
higher compression engines, the Irn- 
portanee of keeping the spark plug In 
the best condition cannot be over em­ 
phasized if the motorist would enjoy 
the maximum of efficient car opera­ 
tion. according to an engineering bul­ 
letin, which says: 


**A surprisingly large percentage 
of poor performance may be traced 
and often eliminated by an exam ina­ 
tion of the spark plugs, which are 
often responsible for engine trouble 
coining under the following classifica­ 
tions : 
Trouble Classifications. 
1. 
Engine hard to start—misses at 
low idling speeds, sluggish. 
2. 
Kngine loses power on long runs, 
at high speed, on hills or hard pulls. 
“Conditions described above may be 
due to fouled, worn out or wrong 
type spark plugs, or to Improper ad ­ 
justment of spark plug gaps. 
“If the plugs are fouled, obviously 
they should he cleaned, and If worn 
out they should be replaced. 
If the 
gap Is too wide it should be adjusted 
to .025 Inch for average engines and 
.020 inch for high compression en­ 
gines. 
The distributor contact points 
should also be cleaned or renewed and 
the gap set at no less than .<»10 Inch 
or more than .020 inch In most cases. 
Cleaning Easily Done. 
“In the case of fouled spark plugs 
that are comparatively new, cleaning 
Is easily done: 
“I ill the lower part of the plug 
with alcohol, metal polish or equal 
parts ammonia and water, and let it 
stand for a few seconds. 
"Huh carbon from Insulator with 
stiff wire or small wooden peg cov­ 
ered with one thickness of cloth. Then 
wljw* the plug dry. Clean the sparking 
points with emery cloth. 
Adjust the 
gaps. 
Car 
manufacturers 
recom­ 
mend that spark pings be renewed 
every 10,1100 miles because worn out 
plugs cannot he restored by cleaning,“

Winter Sun Scald Quite 
Troublesome in Orchards 
“Southwest” 
Injury 
(sometimes 
called winter sun scald) was quite 
troublesome In many apple and cherry 
orchards last winter. 
This Injury Is 
said to occur late In the winter and 
results In a splitting of the hark down 
th<* southwest side of the trunk. 
The 
trouble can be prevented by shading 
the trunk during the winter. 
There 
are many ways of doing this, such as, 
low-hanging branches, wrapping tbe 
trunk, leaning a board against the 
southwest side of the trunk. 
Some 
authorities recommend whitewashing 
the trunk. 
When the sun shines on 
th«> trunk «»f a fruit tree on a «dear win­ 
ter afternoon It warm# the hark and 
tin* part Just underneath, and possibly 
causes a rise of sap. 
Then, when the 
stin 
sinks 
below 
the 
horizon 
the 
warmed portion of the tree trunk turns 
cold 
very 
suddenly 
and 
the 
bark 
freezes and splits. 
Thus one can read­ 
ily understand why shading the trunk 
from the direct rays of the winter sun 
Is a preventative.

Wild onion Is a pest In wheat fields, 
for the seed, or hulblets, are about 
tbe same size and weight of s grain 
of wheat, nnd It Is Impossible to clenn 
them out In threshing even with the 
best sieves and fans.

subjected to cold, the onion seed dry 
and shrivel, tmcornlog light enough to 
be fanned out with a good machine.
